Critics mnintain the bill is nothing 
mo re th a n an accounting, gim m i ck 
that may be used for political 
advantage in the election-year 
session. It was the first time the 
Legislature has imposed a cap on 
the endowment funds since 1985.

The five bills signed on Monday will allow civil suits 
by victims to recover damages from molesters; permit 
an adult friend to be with a child victim during court 
-teatimony-in-abuse-casosf-authorizo-victim- testimony — 
via closed-circuit television under certain 
circumstances, and Improve the response of the Victims 
Compensation program in abuse cases. 

"Each of these are important bills dealing with how we

Winds hamper oil 
cleanup strategies

VALDEZ, Alaska — Strang winds 
Monday delayed efforts to control a 
huge oil spill in Prince William 
Sound, and the president of Exxon 
Shipping Baid the company was "a 
little overwhelmed” by the 
magnitude of the cleanup. 

Federal investigators piecing 
together the sequence of events 
leading up to the spill said they 
planned to interview the captain and 
other bridge officers of the tanker 
Exxon Valdez. 

The captain, Joseph Hazelwood, 
was not on the bridge when the 
vessel left shipping lanes to avoid 
ice, rammed a charted reef and ran 
aground early- Friday. The third 
mate, who did not have proper 
certification, was in charge. Exxon 
Shipping Co. President Frank larassi 
said. 

Investigators said nt a news 


conference that the results of drug 
and alcohol tests on crew members 
will be made public when officials 
receive them, possibly in two or 
three days. 

Hazelwood has had drinking 
problems in the past, according to 
reports. 

”Yes, there's a previous history 
going back five years or more,” 
larossi said Sunday in response to 
reporters' questions about alcohol 
abuse. by. Hazelwood. "Personally, 
what happened five years ago to 
somebody is not germane to this 
accident. 

Hazelwood, whose home is in 
Huntington, N.Y.. was arrested in 
Suffolk County on Long Island in 1964 
on a drunken driving charge, 
according to two sources connected 
with law enforcement who spoke on 
condition of anonymity.

Volunteers to reclaim pioneer cemetery

HANSEN - South of town, a run-down fence 
surrounds a historic cemetery in need of repair. 

If three local veterans groups have their way, a 
brand-new American flag will fly over a spruced- 
up Rock Creek Cemetery by Memorial Day. 

There are a lot of people who don’t realize it 
exists," said Merle Francis, commander of local 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Richard Stallings will present a flag 
to the cemetery at a 3:45 p.m. ceremony 
Wednesday, Francis said. From now until

The approximately one-acre cemetery is the 
resting place for many pioneers, including the 
Strieker family, said Loma King, secretary and 
manager of the cemetery. 

The historic Strieker ranch, where Herman 
Strieker operated a hotel starting in the early 
1900s, has recently been restored. The cemetery 
was established in the early 1900s a few miles 
from the ranch, King said. 

But King said she has found it hard to get 
money for maintenance from families of people 
buried in the cemetery. Hence, the decay. 

"We just barely akip through," she said. The 
grass has been mowed, but now the fence is 


decrepit and large holes pock the land.. A military 
funeral last year caught the veterans' attention. 

‘We purt near lost a firing squad," F rancis said. 

The veteran's groups are putting together work 
squads coordinated by Tom Sanders of the 
Veterans of Foreign Ware and Jack Smith of the 
American Legion. Francis said. April 15, they will 
attack the cemetery's holes, filled-in ditches and 
run-down fence. 

"It’s going to be quite a chore," Sanders said. 

But the veterans think a restored cemetery will 
be worth the work. — 

"It wasn’t a very good advertisement for what is 
a pioneer cemetery," said Stan Sorenson, senior 
vice commander of the VFW.

MOSCOW — From Moscow and 
Leningrad to the UkVuino to the 
Baltic republics, Soviet voters in 
Sunday's unprecedented multi- 
candidate election dealt a severe 
blow to the Communist Party 
machine and generally backed the 
most radical candidate in each race 
for scats in the new national 
parliament. 

As the first complete returns were 
officially reported Monday, it grew 
steadily dearer that the vote was a 
repudiation of candidates backed by 
the party "apparel" and that it could 
significantly shake up the power 
_atnicti 
Union. 

Unofficial reports from Leningrad 
activists strongly suggested that 


Yuri F. Solovyov, the regional party 
boss and a candidate member of the 
ruling Politburo, had failed to win 
the necessary 50 percent of the vote 
— even though he had arranged to 
run unopposed. As in other single- 
candidate races around the country, 
voters crossed off Solovyov's name 
on the ballot in sufficient numbers to 
deprive him of victory. 

In Moscow, exactly nine days 
after the party newspaper Pruvda 
published in bold print on the front 
page charges that Boris N. Yeltsin 
had deviated from the party line, 
nine out of 10 Moscow voters cast 
their ballots for him.

Anti-nuclear activists remember disaster

HARRISBURG. Pa. - Anti- 
nuclear activists marked the 10th 
anniversary of the Three Mile Island 
ni^lear plant accident with renewed 
wft-nings Monday that the health 
effects were hidden and the lessons 
forgotten. 

About 150 people marched in 
procession outside the plant for juM 
over an hour late in the afternoon. 

"What you sec rare the human 
guinea pigs for the cleanup of a 
meltdown in the 20th century," 
Frances Skolnick of the 
Susquehannu Valley Alliance 
citizens group told the rally. 

A candlelight vigil was planned for 
4 a m Tuesday, the time the 
accident began 10 years ago. 

The so -culled accident at TM1 
was an ucl of violence againt 
mankind, an act of violence against

the unborn," said Jane Lee, an 
activist from nearby Etters, 
referring to the March 28, 1979, 
incident. 

The nation's worst nuclear 
accident occurred when a series of 
human and mechnical errors 
allowed ... the _ plant's 150-ton 
radioactive core to lose cooling 
water. Half the core melted and 20 
tons of molten material raced to the 
bottom of the reactor before it was 
held in check by a remaining pool of 
water. Radioactive gaa was released 
to the atmosphere. 

"This marks a decade of false 
denials and outright lies on the part 
of the utility that owns and operates 
Three Mile Island ... and on the part 
of the state of Pennsylvania, which 
has systemically obfuscated and 


hidden any real statistics about the 
deaths that have occurred in the 
wake of the accident at TMI," said 
Harvey Wassennan, who wrote a 
book, "Killing Our Own," about the 
health effects of nuclear power. 

He said 75 percent of the nation’s 
commercial reactors haven't 
completed modifications required in 
the wake of the accident. 

Bob Newlin. spokesman for the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission, 
acknowledged that the requirements 
have not been completed at 88 of the 
nation's 112 nuclear plants. But he 
stressed that 96 percent of the 
modifications have been completed 
at the plants, including most of the 
important safety items. 

In Hanover. N.H., the chairman of 
the presidential commission that 


investigated the TMI accident said 
he was pleased "by the progress 
made by the nuclear power industry 
in the past decade. 

"We warned them that unless they 
changed their attitude completely 
they would be out of business, and it 
sounds to me as if they took it to 
heart," John Kemeny said. "I'm not 
saying that every problem has been 
fixed," Kemeny added. But he said it_ 
was "very hard for me to believe that 
it's the same industry we really tore 
apart 10 years ago." 

Ernest Stemglas8, a University of 
Pittsburgh radiation physics 
professor, reiterated claims that the 
federal and state governments are 
covering up the true health effecta of 
the accident. 

~ He said information has been 
suppressed that would show 
radiation from Three Mile Island 
increased infant mortality.

Weak ethics bill 
passes the House 

BOISE (AP) — Even some of the 
legislators who voted for an ethics 
bill Monday acknowledged the 
measure, which cleared the Idaho 
House 72-11, was pretty weak. 

"I feel compelled to vote for it, 
because-that's all we have," said 
Rep. Brent Brocksomc, R-Boise. 
"But it doesn't go far enough. It's not 
a very significant piece of legislation 
for legislators." _ 

Thc-conflict of interest bill cleared 
the Senate 30-9 earlier in the session, 
but underwent major revisions in the 
House. In the final vote, only the 
most conservative representatives 
voted against the final version. 

Because the bill has been 
amended, it will have to be 
considered by the Senate again. ' 

It was amended Friday to remove

-requiring the Hous e and Senate to 
set up ethics panels to decide when 
members have conflicts of interest. 

Attorney General Jim Jones, the 
measure's original sponsor, also 
pointed out that the amendments, 
sponsored by Rep. Jerry Deckard, 
R-Eaglc, repealed state laws against - 
nepotism.

BOISE (AP) - The Idaho House 
has rejected a proposal to urge the 
Board of Education to split into 
separate subcommittees, one to 
handle higher education and the 
other . to deal with public school 
matters. 

The vote was 47-35 Monday 
against a recommendation to the 
eight-member Education Board that 
it use a subcommittee of five for 
higher education matters and three 
for public schools. 

The Board of Education now uses 
subcommittees to deal with various 
matters but all eight members vote 
on final decisions. 

Sponsors said because of the moss 
of paperwork, there isn't enough 
time for board members to 
thoroughly study everything.

Patriots made lives richer Letters/ ^3 dram comment from readers- 


The holidays don’t end in our house with the final 
notes of Twelfth Night's carol. Wo put the tinsel away, 

“"and tKrgalandsrtat-th ercci m nc m o r ativc-daya-of-the 

deep winter remain: 

' There will bo a feast to prepare on Dr. King’s day in • 
January. Well come together eagerly, all of us, to be 
thankful for his childhood and his manhood, and the ex- 
traordinary ways in which ho changed us as a people. On 
the birthday of Lincoln, well share a second celebration. 
And then again three days later, before the time comes to 
applaud the stamina and brilliant fortitude of Gen. 
Washington, I gather tho clan in for yet another mid-win- 
ter's moment That makes four for the season, four patri- 
ots remembered, four American dreamers who altered 
the course of our country by insisting unequivocally upon 
the promised dreams of JefTerson. 

Three hove earned the honor of official holidays and 
state receptions. The fourth, Susan B. Anthony, has yet 
to come into her national own. 

She was born in Adams, New York, on Feb. 15, 1820. 

Two decades earlier, the nation had mourned the passing 
of its beloved first president. Almost a century later, in 
1906, she herself would be moilrned. “We shall never see 
her like again,* it was concluded, very simply, as the 
heavy snows fell steadily on the procession to her grave. 
Tbddy Roosevelt was president. World War I, in just a few 
years, would shatter a generation. Thus her career 
8 panned a great part of tho history of the nation. 

Her youth, like Lincoln's, was marked by Spartan 
struggle and privation. With her father’s business col- 
lapsing in the Great Depression of the 18303, she was 
thrown back upon her own resourses to survive and help 
her family. 

Here the comparison to Lincoln becomes a bittersweet 
analogy. Lincoln found opportunity — a law career beck- 
oning, then political openings in the widely expanding 
western lands. Anthony, as a woman, could only scramble 
for a succession of subsistence-level teaching jobs, "board- 
ing round' when Bhc had to for a fifth of a man’s pay. 
Amazingly, as the years passed, she supported herself 
and sent home the needed surplus. 

She grew in confidence, and self-reliance, and smol- 
dered down deep with a dead-end ambition. It was a 
haunting malaise that increased with her independence. 

_ for it welled up from an untapped and uncanny manage- 
rial genius that was destined somedayTo rTVul the Valley" 
Forge commander's: — — — - 

Everything came together in on experienced Epiphany. 
For Susan Anthony, as for Martin Luther King Jr., one 
terrible moment of intensely public humiliation finally 
H^te shape to the deepest inner stirrings. King was re- - 
burning from a summer’s trip into Connecticut. /Vs his 
train advanced southwards towards the segregation of 
his homeland, he was directed to take a place behind the 
curtained section of the dining car. It was the law, after 
all. It had been the law all his life. 

- - But “I felt,* King recalled, 'ns.if the curtain had been 
dropped on my selfhood that day." Nothing, ever, would 
stay the same for him after that. And nothing, ever kept 
Susan Anthony from her course after the day she was re- 
jected by her mole colleagues in reform. 

She was over 30 by then. Having found an outlet for 
her energies in the growing temperance crusade, she had 
become a charismatic, creative and relentless campaign- 
er. But at a convention in Albany, when she rose to ad- 
dress her associates, she was silenced and reminded that 
her duties as a woman did not extend to public speaking. 

It was a curtain ringing roundly on selfhood long cap- 
tive. It was shame-filled and energizing, and what a bat- 
tle for women's equality it called forth in response! Like

the wise and wily Washington, she had on instinct for the 
field that was emboldened by perseverance and a leg- 
endary fortitude. Nothing less than her birthrights, all of 
them, would henceforth become her soul-consuming mot- 
to. The quest for them all would become her career. 

She crisscrossed the country when it was a wilderness 
still. When the trains wouldn’t take her, she travelled on 
foot. From New England to Vancouver, she spoke out to 
the crowds, and organized the women, and built an army 
up around her to widen the attack and break the barriers 
that held them. / 

Break the barriers she did, ns King diarmot only for 
women but for all the disenfranchised. She saw the war 
come with Lincoln, that terrible civil sundering, and she 
insisted from the beginning what he came to see after all. 
She knew the union meant nothing and JefTerson was 
meaningless so long as black men and women were de- 
nied their full privilege. 

She mourned with the nation when Lincoln was taken. 
Not with a quiet grief, though, and never long in one 
place. She fought the backlash of the post-war years and 
the conservative complacency of Gilded Age corruption. 
She supported the workers os they began to band togeth- 
er, and backed Progressive reform tong before it was chic. 
At the turn of the century she turned 80 herself, travel- 
ing still, campaigning still, dreaming still of the franchise 
that still was denied. Tb be sure, many of the freedoms 
she had -fought for she’d won. _ 

As the new century dawned, she saw women in univer- 
sities. women in the professions, women speaking pub- 
licly — from platforms and pulpits. Her own group, once 
a small untried force, numbered thousands of able femi- 
nists all committed to the franchise. ‘Failure is impossi- 
ble." their aged leader insisted. The ballot, the key to 
power, remained the prize she’d set her heart on, 

Alas, there was to he no Yorktown triumph. Susan An- 
thony died before the vote was extended to women in 
America. Another decade and then some was to pass be- 
fore it happened. By then, after the horror of the trenches 
and the casualties, and the delayed numbing silence of 
an Armistice November, the suffragists' position became 
poignantly, finally, unassailable. 


Bait fishermen should speak up 

I read with much interest the article Gary Peak sub- 
mitted to your paper in March regarding the proposed 

I agree with his comments regarding the riprapping 
of the river and snag removal as leading to the subse- 
quent destruction of the native fish habitat. He refers to 
this as “the direct cause of the reduction of the quality 
gome fishing on the Wood River", but in my opinion 
the re a re other causes a s wel I . 

The native fishery that was established in this river 
was maintained by the native trout that came from 
Magic Reservoir in the spring to spawn. During this pe- 
riod of time it waa not unusual to catch a four to eight 
pound trout. However, the Fish & Game Deportment de- 
cided to poison Magic Reservoir, on more than one occa- 
sion, to get rid of the perch and trash fish and in the pro- 
cess eliminated all the native trout. 

These were replaced with hybrid fish that didn’t know 
when or where to go to spawn. You can catch these hy- 
brid fish in Magic anytime of the year and they are al- 
ways full of spawning eggs because they don't know 
where to go to spawn. Obviously they cannot successful- 
ly spawn in the mud banks of Magic, 

The younger generation is unaware of this, but the 
older Wood River residents are thoroughly aware of it 
and completely disappointed in the Fish & Game De- 
partment, as well as the engineers on the river, 

Now there is a third party i n the g ame-the fly fishing 
purist-who by all that is Holy wants to save the river lor" 
his kind of fishing. To hell with the kids, older people 
and with those in between who can’t afford his stylebut 
may enjoy bait fishing. 

After all, there is so very little water available for his 
specialty (portions of Silver Creek, The Big Lost and Big 
Wood). He wants it all and his track record is very good. 
Whatever happened to the multiple use approach to pub- 
lic resources? If these regulations pass it won't be long 
until the reservoirs will face the same situation. 

Well bait fisherman, speak up or shut up. You can al- 
ways look forward to taking your kids to the bank of the 
river and watch the Californians and their Kelchum 
guides fish by and -show you how it should be done.

Yes, it is difficult to stop legislative pro- 
posals that arc "seriously flawed", but in this 
case, the terribly flawed bill was not the one 
the child abase subcommittee killed -it was 
the one it wrote. 

House Bill 375, later to become House Bill 
396, was drafted in haste by who know s who. 
and pushed through the full Judiciary and 
Rules Committee by Rep. Celia Gould, R- 
Buhl. 

Gould proclaimed that the bill was better 
than the la bo riously-c rafted and many- 
times-reviewed SB 1029, which would have 
established a mandatory minimum sentence 
of one year for child molesters. 

House Bill 395 was rushed through the leg- 


islative proce !>!'■■{) noted urvTuoday night 
and passed on tin- House floor on Wednesday 
morning- -without a hearing, legislators who 
voted for it, on the advice of Rep Gould, 
found but later that they had given support 
to a really seriously flawed bill. Thank good- 
ness the Senate Judiciary and Rules Com- 
mittee gave this bad lull a lie a ring and its 
problems were expo-ed. The Senate 
- com milieu tabled the bill, and rightly so. 
What was the matter with it? Well, fur ex- 
ample: 

Deputy Attorney General Patrick Hole 
points out in a letter to Gould tluit the hill es- 
tablished a one year maximum sentence for 
convicted molesters determined to be an "un- 
due risk" to society. The Idaho Induct rial 
Commission (minted out to Rep. Patty Mc- 
Dermott, another supporter of the bill, that it 
cuts crime victim restitution fund benefits to 
child victims of abuse from $25,1* X) to $500. 


These arc just a few of the numerous seri- 
ous flaws with a bill that was hastily drafted 
by Gould and a few others to pretend to re- 
spond to the real need for tougher laws for 
child abase.

Ms. Ncilson does not seem to think that al- 
pha and beta radiation exists in nature. She 
is very wrong; they do indeed exist in na- 
ture. 

Ms. Neilson does not want any more 
bombs. If we do not expand our arsenal and 
Russia continues to expand theirs, where 
will we be? 1 don't like the arms race either, 
but 1 also don't believe that unilateral disar- 
mament is the answer. That is exactly what 
it would entail if wc were to quit producing 
nuclear weapons now. 


People of Idaho need to attempt to under- 
stand nuclear energy and look for the good 
points rather than putting down any nuclear 
program before they can possibly under- 
stand it. Believe it or not the D.O.E. is not a 
bunch of 'liars* as Ms. Neilson calls them;

Migrant Council may apply for federal grant

TWIN FALLS - The Idaho Mi- 
grant Council has- asked the City 
Council to help it land a federal 
grant for improvements at the labor 
camp. 

The Migrant Council is seeking 
$150,000 to upgrade the sewer sys- 
tem, water service, fire hydrants, 
storm drainage, streets, gutters and 
curbs.

“1 don’t see anything wrong with 
the project at this point," Mayor 
Doug Vollmer said.

House votes for bill

BOISE - The House has agreed 
that the state needs to begin regu- 
lating farm chemicals that could 
be sucked into the groundwater 
during equipment failures. 

On a 75-5 vote Monday, the 
House voted in favor of a bill re- 
quiring safety devices on irriga- 
tion systems farmers use to apply 
fertilizers or pesticides. Farmers 
applying the chemicals through a 
process known in farm lingo ns 
chemigation would also be re- 


quired to apply for licenses. 

The bill, already passed by the 
Senate, needs only the governor's 
signature to become law. Howev- 
er, plans to have the bill take af- 
fect immediately have been 
rethought. Farmers will have un- 
til the next farm season to modify 
their equipment and apply for li- 
censes.

Bills for program to oversee 
INEL sent to governor

BOISE - Two bills starting a state program to over- 
see the federal nuclear facility 100 miles northeast of 
Twin Falls are waiting for the governor’s signature. 

Monday the House approved the second of the bills, 
establishing the program’s goals, and sent it to the 
governor on a 64-7 vote. The Legislature gave final ap- 
proval last week to the first bill, which authorizes 
spending $193,000 in federal money to put the program 
in place. 

This year, under the bills, legislators want the gov- 
ernor to hire a coordinator to get the program off the 
ground. That person would set up a complete over- 
sight program and decide what other employees need 
to be hired to process environmental permits, assess 
data already being collected, make policy decisions 
and report back to lawmakers and the people of the 
state on issues concerning the Idaho National Engi- 
neering Laboratory. 

Preliminary work would include assessing the mon- 
itoring going on now at INEL, comparing that to mon- 


itoring at other Department of Energy sites nnd de- 
termining how other sites are auditing or evaluating 
similar information. 

The bill approved Monday makes clear that over- 
sight would go beyond the monitoring done now by 
other agencies - mostly the collection of air, soil and 
water samples to test for contamination. 

It recommends six elements needed for a compre- 
hensive, state oversight program: 

'Independent auditing and analysis of monitoring 
and the way monitoring is being done. 

• Participation in making clcunup decisions. 

• Analysis of environmental nnd health impacts of 
any proposed INEL projects. 

• Development of a legal agreement with the DOE - 
making clear the stale's regulatory authority over 
emissions, transportation, cleanup and new projects 
at INEL. 

• Establishment of a reliable and understandable 
source of information about INEL. 

• Recommendations to the Legislature, state agen- 
cies nnd the DOE, in addition to an annual report on 
site programs. 


Jerome County may join others 
in opposing cable TV tax formula

JEROME - The Jerome County 
commissioners are considering join- 
ing other Idaho counties in opposing 
a 6tate directive to revamp the prop- 
erty tax formula for cable television 
companies. 

The commissioners on Monday 
asked County Attorney John Horgan 
to detail the legal process required 
to join Ada County in appealing the 
Idaho Tax Commission’s order to ad- 
just cable assessments. Ada County 
earlier this month asked for a 
declaratory judgement against the 
commission’s directive. 

"We are not comfortable with the 
order at this point,’ Commissioner 
Veronica Lierman said. “And. after 
meeting with the county treasurer, 
assessor and attorney, we think it is 


a serious matter.’ 

The commissioners also asked 
Horgan to apply for a stay through 
the court system while the county 
considers joining in the declaratory 
judgement. The Tax Commission’s 
deadline for compliance was March 
13, meaning the county is violating 
the order. 

The county is concerned about 
retroactively changing the 1968 as- 
sessment. as the directive would re- 
quire, Lierman said. 

The commissioners are also wor- 
ried about assessing the taxes if the 
courts rule against the tax commis- 
sion.

The Tax Commission earlier this 
month ordered 22 counties of Idaho's

Logistics Command to offer child care 


WARNER ROBINS, *Gn. (AP) - A 
decade of bargaining between the Air 
Force Logistics Command and a fed- 
eral workers union has ended ^with 
the AFLC's decision to offer child 
care to its 83,000 civilion employees 
nationwide. 

The Feb. 27 agreement, which cov- 
ers about 15,100 employees at Robins 
Air Force Base in central Georgia, 
has been hailed by both sides for in- 
troducing a new era in lnber-manage- 
ment relations in the Air Force. 

The Association of Federal Govern- 
ment Employees since 1978 had 
sought Air Force funds for union-op-

by October will expand its existing 
AFLC child-care facilities and offer 
them to all families of civilian work- 


Military Air Force families have 
had access to government day care 
for decades, with the service partly 
subsidized by- the Air Force. 

The initial cost of expanding the 
service — which officials have de- 
clined to disclose — will be borne by 
the Air Force. Day-to-day operating 


costs for civilian child care will be 
paid by parents who enroll their chil- 
dren. and service fees wiH.be set by 
each base, according to Air Force offi- 
cials. 

Currently, the first priority for on- 
base child care is for military fami- 
lies, and just 1 ,000 children of civil- 
ian workers are enrolled in the AFLC 
centers nationwide, said AFLC 
spokesman Ken Pcrrottc. At Robins, 
32 children of civilians are paired 
with 142 'dependents of military per- 
sonnel, and 20 civilians arc on a wait- 
ing list, said base commander Billy 
Edenfield.

Latest line: Bookmakers look forward to record-breaking Final Four

LAS VEGAS - With Nevada-Las Vegas 
Bafely out of the way, bookmakers are antici- 
pating their best Final Four ever, with up to 
*20 million expected to be legally bet on the 
three remaining college basketball games. 

Duke is the favorite among oddsmakers to 
win the national" championship, but sports 
book operators say the lack of a dominant 
team and the intense interest in the NCAA 
tournament should lead to a record-breaking 
betting handle. 

“With these four teams, - no matter- what 


the line is we’ll get a lot of action," said Kei- 
th Glantz, manager of the Palace Station 
sports book. “It's just going to be tremen- 
dous." 

Bookmakers say the NCAA tournament is 
now the third biggest betting event of the 
year, trailing only the Supef Bow! and the 
WoHd Series in the amount of money wa- 
gered. 

Although no official records ore kept on in- 
dividual spoTting events, most book opera- 
tors arc predicting betting of from S10 mil- 
lion to $20 million on the Final Four teams. 

"It seems to have exploded this year," said 
■Lenny Del Genio, manager. of the Frontier 


Hotel sports book. "People who hayo never 
bet anything are betting this tournament, 
just like they might bet o Super Bowl or a 
Kentucky Derby," 

The betting handle will be helped by Seton 
Hall's victory over UNLV on Saturday, a vic- 
tory that kept the Runnin' Rebels out of the 
Final Four. 

A UNLV win would have cost bookmakers 
several million dollars in lost bets because 
the state's legal sports books ore forbidden 
from taking bets on teams within the state. 

"We sure wouldn’t have taken in as much 
money, but the town would have gone wild 
over . the. Rebel s," Glantz snid. 


Duke is a five-point favorite to beat Seton 
Hall and advance to the Final Four, and will 
be favored in the game for the national 
championship if it wins. 

Illinois, despite beating Michigan twice in 
the regular season is only a one point or Pin- 
point favorite over the Wolverines, depend- 
ing on the sports book. 

"Personally, I think Michigan can win it 
all," said Scott Shettlcr, mnnager of the Star- 
dust sports book. "I don't think Seton Hall 
can beat Duke, but 1 think Michigan can bent 
both Illinois and Duke." 

“My personal opinion is if Michigan keeps 
.playing like they're playing they'll win it,”
